GC3 Background and Objectives

In September 2019, Governor Lamont rejuvenated the GC3 through Executive
Order 3, expanded its scope to include climate change adaptation, and tasked the
Council with two primary objectives:

1. Monitor and report on the state’'s implementation of the greenhouse gas
emissions reduction strategies set forth in the GC3's December 2018
recommendations report.

2. Develop and implement adaptation strategies to assess and prepare for the
impacts of climate change in areas such as infrastructure, agriculture, natural
resources, and public health.
